as follows:

* Since the date of making our first trn"«< report, the Committee has had 
very little to do in the way of attention to the building contract. At 'the time 
«f the last report the corner stone of the Court House was newly laid and the 
building itself is now on the ground to show the progress that has been made 
since that time. 
There has been practically no changes made by the committee from the ori- 
ginal plans and specifications, and the only extra that has been made and paid 
for since that time is the granite corner stone which was laid on the date of our 


The contractor has been considerably delayed in the construction of the 
building by reason of being unable to obtain the material for the building as 
rapidly as it should have been delivered, otherwise that this the progress of eoa- 
ttrueUon has been very satisfactory to the Committee,. 
. . . . 
If no further delay occurs from lack of material the building should be com- 
plete and ready for occupancy on or about the first day of April, which will be 
two months later than was contemplated when the contract was made. 


At the last annual meeting of the County Board, the matter of furnishing 
the new Court House was taken up and this committee was instructed to gy 
ahead with that branch of the worlt, and an appropriation of $5000.00 was made 
for that purpose. It was not intended by the County Board at that time that 
the appropriation would be sufficient to pay for the complete furnishing of the 
building, but it was deemed best to make only a partial appropriation for. the 
tax levy of last year, leaving the balance for the levy this year. The Committee 
under the power granted by the County Board have made contracts for the en- 
tire furnishing of the building, which contracts amount i" the aggregate of 
. 48974.00. It will be necessary in order to put the furniture that is already 
owned by the count j in condition to go into the new Court House, to spend 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $400.00 more, which will make the furniture 
for the entire building cost a little less than $10,000.00. These furniture con 
tracts will come due in the spring, probably about the first day of April, and it 
•will be necessary to mike a further appropriation at this meeting of the Board 
of $5000.00 to complete the furnishing and provide for payment of these con- 


The appropriation of $5000.00 made at the last annual meeting has not been 
taken by or turned over to the Committee, but still remains in the hanis of the 


> County Treasurer. On account of unusual Court expenses in the past year the 
Committee thought best not to call on the Treasurer for this appropriation, but 
to leave it in his hands for the purpose K paying necessary disbursements for 
Court expenses, rather than to have the trouble of borrowing money lor that 
purpose by the County.

Attached hereto is the financial statement of the condition of the funds in 
the hands of the Committee, showing the balance on hand belonging to the sev- 
eral funds up to and including Nov. oth, 1009. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.
